Simon Ma who is 75 years of age, 
came to California in 184, and went 
inte business at Sutter Creek, Amador 
county. There he remained fer many 
years, and in the course of his businces 
career he a ated many miners 
and settlers with credit at his store. 
Naturally, in the course of all these 
years there were a number who dirap- 
peared without settling their accounts, 

Finally Marks and -his family re- 
moved to Arizona, and eventually set- 
in business at Contertion, Aris., 
and remained there until he removed 
to Los Angeles, where he resides with 
his son, George ©. Marks, at No, 718 
Wall street. 

Une of Marks s customers at Sutter 
Creek years ago was a miner named 
Edward Watkins, and through Marks¥ 
generous extension of credit Watkins 
was enabled to outfit himeelf and start 
beck into the mountains to prospect. 

Things not go well with Watkins, 
and when his account came due he wes 
Manable to pay. Marks did not urge the 
claim, and carried the account on hi« 
books until he @nally cleseed up the 
business preparatory to removing to 
Arizona. 

At the time eof his remeval Watkins 
happened to be away from the Sutter 
Creek district, and «so leet frack of 
Marks'’s whereabouts.

Counctiman MeAleer said that the 
clivy owed «a great deal to Officer Fos- 
ter for conceiving the iden of visual 
lights: he sald the lights were valua- 
ble chiefly for the reason that an Officer 
could be summoned to a bex whenever 
he was wanted.
